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Railroads Are More Than ‘Stand-by 
Transportation’’ Says AAR President 


HE nation’s railroads cannot reason- 

ably be expected to maintain trans- 
portation facilities to meet emergency 
defense requirements if they are 10 be 
treated as “mere stand-by means of 
transportation” in ordinary times, Wil- 
liam T. Faricy, president of the Associa- 
tion of American Railroads, told mem- 
bers of the National Association of 
Shippers Advisory Boards at their an- 
nual meeting in Omaha last month. 


“Regardless of how much railroads 
may be looked upon as stand-by trans- 
portation, regardless of how much they 
may be taken for granted in ordinary 
times, experience has abundantly dem- 
onstrated that in emergency America 
looks to the massive carrying capacity 
of its railroads as one of the very foun- 
dation stones of defense,’ Faricy de- 
clared. 


Pointing out that, aside from normal 
needs, there remains the necessity for 
“someone, somehow” to maintain a mar- 
gin of transportation capacity to meet 
the unpredictable demands of defense, 
Faricy said that for the railroads to 
maintain such a margin, as they did in 
World War II, requires that facilities 
which must be available in time of emer- 
gency he put to use in normal times. 


Must Maintain Margin 


As an example of the special problems 
arising out of this situation, he called 
attention to the selective nature of the 
competition with which railroads are 
faced. Each other form of transporta- 
tion, he stated, “selects and seeks only 
traffic which is attractive to iv” but that 
“when the railroads seek such adjust- 
ments of rates as will regain or retain 
‘these particular types of traffic, they are 
frequently met with the objection that 
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railroads should not be permitted to 
engage in what is called ‘selective rate 
cutting” ” 

“According to this theory,” the AAR 
president continued, “it would seem that 
the privilege of competing is to be re- 
stricted to our competitors, who may be 
selective in both services and rates, 
while like opportunities to compete are 
to be denied to railroads.” 

Faricy held that the railroads believe 
in “vigorous, active competition carried 
on under conditions of equality of op- 
portunity and treatment” and “have no 
doubts and no fears that under such con- 
ditions the inherent efficiency, economy 
and serviceability of railroads will at- 
tract and held business which can best 
move in trains of cars on tracks.” 

Confident in this fact, the railroads 
have spent an average of more than a 
billion dollars a year since the end of 
World War IE for improvements of all 
sorts, including a “veritable revolution 
in motive power,” he pointed out. 


Tax Takes Toll 


In spite of these improved facilities 
and services and the adoption of such 
measures as reduced rates for family and 
group travel, he added, all efforts to in- 
crease passenger travel have been “ter- 
ribly handicapped” by the government 
tax of 15 per cent on travel by train. He 
described the tax as “a wartime measure 
designed to discourage travel, which 
now—eight years after the war—is still 
in force and is succeeding all too well 
in its original purpose.” 

Stating that the 15 per cent tax on 
travel and the related 3 per cent tax on 
freight shipments by common carrier 
have outlived their usefulness, Faricy 
called for the prompt repeal of both.

pactic Electric Railway Co., wholly 
owned SP subsidiary since 1911, 
now is exclusively a railroad freight 
operation, following sale of its 52-year- 
old passenger service on October 1 to 
Metropolitan Coach Lines. 

Before the automobile age the PE 
passenger service was the world’s larg- 
est electric interurban system and one 
of the most colorful operations in the 
Southern California way of life. It is 
widely credited with having been a 
major factor, possibly second only to the 
climate, in the growth of Los Angeles, 
Orange, Riverside and San Bernardino 
counties. 

Once operating over 1015 miles of 
track from mountains to desert to sea, 
it was famous not only for its commuter 
service but also for its vigorously pro- 
moted tourist excursions. Hundreds of 
thousands of visitors, many of whom had 
come to Southern Californi via SP, got 
their first close look at the area on a 
ride over Pacific Electric Lines, Many 
thousands liked what they saw well 
enough that they chose a place to settle 
then and there. : 

Passenger traffic rose to an all-time 
high in World War 11 when more than 
100,000,000 passengers a year were car- 
ried.

the industrial expansion of the area 
through its increasing freight service.

“Akhough the two services 
at the start had been operationally 
compatible, changing times drew them 
farther apart in their methods of render- 
ing service. 

“The decision to separate them now 
leaves Pacific Electric in position to 
concentrate on railread freight service 
while placing the passenger service in 
the hands of a motor coach specialist, 
We conclude this transfer with full con- 
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fidence that we are acting in the public 
interest.” 

The sale included 695 motor coaches 
and certain shop facilities and real es- 
tate but no rail equipment. PE retains 
687 miles of track for freight service to 
131 communities, substantially the same 
geographical area covered by the pas- 
senger system. Approximately one-half 
of PE’s 4650 employes transferred to 
Metropolitan Coach Lines.

Furniture Clinics Held As 


Aid To Cutting Costly Claims 


Toss and damage claims paid on fur- 
niture shipped via Southern Pacific 
are being reduced due to an active and 
continuous campaign among freight 
handlers, shippers and receivers by 
Freight Protection, Merchandise and 
Station Service Department. 

Fumiture clinics currently are being 
conducted jointly by FPM&SS and 
Trans-Continental Freight Bureau pack- 
aging experts at principal Pacific Lines 
stations. Proper methods governing ac- 
ceptance, handling, stowing, loading, 
unloading and delivery, and inspection- 
reporting techniques when damage oc- 
curs are being taught SP and other 
carriers’ agency forces. 

These clinics and educational efforts 
among shippers and consignecs are de- 
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signed to reduce claims which last year 
took a $112,328 slice out of the $2,494, 
973 we received for handling furniture 
in carload lets. Less than carload lot 
loss and damage claims totaled $148,192 
Jast year. Claims paid during the first 
six months this year amounted to $61,065 
for carload shipments and $74,248 fur 
LCL shipments. 

Most of this revenue loss resulted 
from Concealed Damage. Sixty-six per- 
cent of carload and 76 percent of LCL 
claims paid on the average are due to 
this factor. Often such damage is not 
reported by the consignee until the nine 
months’ time limit after he receives the 
shipment. 

Thus it is important that agents verify 
reports of concealed damage promptly, 
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“BUSTER BLUNDER” had moved from the freight station platform, where 
he was seen last month, and was in engine service when spotted by Milt Lazansky, 
secretary in General Passenger Dept., SF.

by personal review, “not merely by 
examining shipment records or taking 
the consignee’s word for it,” urged P. M. 
Chaimov, manager FPM&SS_ Depart- 
ment. 

Observance of the following simple 
rules by all personnel handling furni- 
ture can result in materially reducing 
furniture claims, Chaimov said: 

1. Make sure that furniture is not 
damaged when received from shipper. 

2. Carefully load, truck, unload and 
stow all furniture, observing all pre- 
cautionary marks. 

8. When visible damage occurs, be 
sure that reports to FPM&SS Dept. 
show actual cause of damage and are 
complete in every detail, Transfer rec- 
ords and any exceptions taken enroute 
should also be reported. This informa- 
tion will be used educationally and for 
corrective purposes, 
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4, In case of concealed damage, re- 
quest consignee to retain original con- 
tainer and packing for inspection. All 
other available information should also 
be reported. 

5. Place the Consolidated Freight 
Classification package number and exact 
methed of packing on all OS&D reports, 


6. When any certain type of furniture 
is consistently damaged, even though 
the packaging is in compliance with 
Consolidated Freight Classification, 
FPM&SS should be so notified. If war- 
ranted, action can be taken through 
TCFB to make the packaging require- 
ments more exacting. 


7. Become familiar with alf rules per- 
taining to the handling of furniture, in- 
cluding FPM&SS Circular No, 1, Section 
4; Circulars 13-A, 15, 21, 29 (Rule 79), 
and AAR Loading Pamphlets Nos. 15 
and 16.

Fiftieth Anniversary Of 
Lucin Cutoff Completion 


AN important event in Southern Pa- 
cific histary is observed this month. 
It was the driving of the last spike to 
complete the laying of rail on the fa- 
mous Lucin Cutoff across Great Salt 
Lake on November 26, 1903. 


As reported in the December 11, 1903 
issue of Railway Age, the last spike 
was driven “in the presence of E. HU. 
Harriman, president of Southern Pacific, 
and as distinguished a group of railway 
officials and businessmen as ever as- 
sembled in the West.” 


The famous Lucin Cutoff is where the 
railroad “goes to sea” for 32 miles over 
a trestle and fill, nearly 12 miles of 
which is supported on piles. Started on 
March 17, 1902, the entire cutoff project 
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UNUSUAL SHIPMENT both over-width and over-height was this Fan-Rotor for new 
vercnautical wind tunnel ot Navy’s Moffett Field. The 122.5 ton unit, first in a series 
of such lends, moved over our Hines by special train from West Oakland to Sunnyvale 
on the Western and Coast divisions recently. Heavy-duty 200 ton cnpacity flat car 
was built this year at T&NO's Algiers, La., car shop. 


extended for 103 miles between Lucin 
and Ogden, saving 47 miles and by- 
passing Promontory, where the memo- 
rable Last Spike was driven to complete 
the first transcontinental railroad. 


Although the rail laying was com- 
pleted in November 1903, Lucin Cutoff 
was not opened to traffic unti] March 8, 
1904, after exhaustive tests had been 
made.

24 cup sugar 
1 teaspoon salt 
3 tablespoons cornstarch 
2 tablespoons sifted flour 
154 cups boiling water 
2 large eggs 
Juice of 2 lemons 
Grated rind of 1 lemon 
In a double boiler or heavy saucepan 
mix the sugar, salt, cornstarch and flour 
and over them pour the boiling water 
slowly, stirring. Cook, stirring all the 
time, until the mixture thickens, then 
cover and cook 10 minutes to cook the 
starch thoroughly. Stir eceasionally. 


Beat egg yolks slightly. Spoon a little 
of the hot mixture into them, then re- 
turn all to double boiler and cook about
